104th Annual General Meeting of Shareholders

Mr. J. A. McLeod, President of The 
Bank of Nova Scotia, addressing the 
104th Annual Meeting of the Share- 
holders at Halifax on the 22nd in- 
stant, spoke in part as follows: 

“Looking back upon the events of 
the past year, we may draw some 
encouragement from the continued 
improvement of business conditions. 
There is, perhaps, no better measure 
of the changes in our economic for- 
tuncs than the movements in the 
sum total of all incomes available 
for use in Canada, ie., the national 
income, The national income touched 
the lowest point of the depression in 
1933, amounting in that year to about 
$2,850 millions. In 1934 it had in- 
creased by about $600 millions, and 
in the past year, from present indi- 
cations, an additional increase of 
perhaps $200 millions took place. Or, 
to put it another way, the total in- 
comes of Canadians expanded by 
about 20% in 1934 and by probably 
6% in 18935, When viewed against 
the pronounced improvement of the 
earlier period, this more recent ad- 
Vance appears quite modest. 

“The revival during the year just 
closed has resulted in some further 
expansion of employment. Judged 
by the esiimaces prepared in our own 
o.f.ce, it seems that on the average 
there were 75,000 more people at work 
in 1935 than in 1934. The average 
number of workers actually employed, 
excluding agriculture and the public 
increased from 1,785,090 to 
from

1,£60,000—-a rise of about 4% 
oue year to the next. 


Agriculiure. 


“Although receipis from the wheat 
crop are estimated to be no larger 
this season than Jasi, farmers have 
snared in the recent upturn of busi- 
ness. For one thing, the market for 
livestock continued to improve and 
avundant feed crops were harvesied, 
kor another, the prices of dairy prod- 
uccs, apples and potatoes were on the 
average higher auring the past year 
then during 1934. As a result of 
those influences, rural buying power 
has recently strengthened, part.cu- 
larly in those parts of the country 
which are not dependent upon wheat. 
Bearing in mind the undue burden of 
the depression hitherto shouldered 
by the Jlarm community, this revival, 
though as yet moderate, has been 
occurring in that part of the busi- 
hess structure where its efiects will 
be most beneficial. 

“Recovery has, of course, been 
registered in an almost spectacular 
manner by that none too relable 
barometer—the stock market, While 
this may be taken as evidence of a 
parcial return of confidence, it can- 
not be regarded as an indication of 
an early solution of our more urgent 
economic problems. 


Unemployment, 


“The first and most serious of our 
Pprowems is that of unempioyment, 
4 necd scarcely say that the volume 
of unemployment—the scourge oO: 
modern society—is still enormous, &o 
Jong as this aefect of the body eco- 
noluic remains, we cannot rest con- 
tent. Its severe nature may be indi- 
caved by reference to the stailscics of 
Guect reliei ‘hese snow tliat out of 
a total population of roughly eleven 
muilons, more than one million per- 
sous are at present dependent, in 
Varying degree, upon direct reliel. 
Decpite the tact that thousands of 
worsers have been reabsorbed into 
iIndusuy, this problem continues to 
be ihe most pressing of the country’s 
sucial ills, 

“wveu if we were to take the most 
opiumistic view of she prospects for 
Cunada, we could scarcely hope to 
remove the bulk of this great total 
from the reijict sis im the near 
fuiure, It is probably Wue to say 
that if production were soon to regain 
the peus level of 1929, theie would 
suill remain a substantial relief prob- 
lem. The main reason for this is to 
be tound in the fact that the natural 
increase in the number of persons 
o: working age has greatly acded to 
tne number of citizeas seeking jobs. 
Ii is my hope that the investigation 
to be undertaken py the Dominion 
Commission on employment and re- 
dief, recently provided for at the 
Dominion-Provincial Ccnierence, will 
result in an improveraent in the 
organization of the labour market 
and in the creation of better co- 
ordinated machinery tor the dispensa- 
t.on of relief. During the course of 
its work, I should suggest that the 
Commission might e@lso give some 
thought to the ways and means of 
establishing on the land adequately 
qualified persons who are at present 
unemployed, 

Railways. 

“Secondly, there remains the acute 
financial problem of the railways, 
psriuculanly of the publicly-owned 
syotem. I do not intend to minimize 
the economies which have already 
been made by independent action 
and by the two great lines acting in 
co-operation, ‘he fact remains, 
however, that the Canadian National 
Railway is no nearer to paying its 
way than @ year ago, while the net 
operating revenues of the two systems 
were slightly less in 1935 than in 
1934, 


Vublic Finance, 


“Last, but by no means least, there 
is the critical question of public 
finance. It is to be regretted that in 
some quarters unbalanced budgets 
have come to be regarded with a 
degree of equanimity, which provides 
little stimulus for constructive ac- 
tion. I recognize that a iull solution 
of this problem must have as its 
basis a very substantial expansion 
of employment and of ra.lway traffic, 
but I feel some anxiety lest we may 
be slipping into a purely passive at-

“There 
is ground for belief” he said, “that 
if exports could be incicased by an- 
other @300 millions, # further ex- 
pansion of perhaps as much as $800 
millions would be achieved in the 
national income. And as there is 
little which Canada may do tn in- 
crease the prices of he: exports, de- 
termined as they are by international 
conditions of supply and demand, 
efforts must be direcied towards en- 
larging the volume of our sales 
abroad. 

“With these considerations in mind, 
let us review briefly the exient and 
direction of the recent expansion of 
exports. In £0 doing, some light may 
be thrown upon the prospects of 
further revival. 


Expansion in Our Sales to the Empire. 


“Two years ago, in 1933, the most 
significant aspect of our export 
trade was the increase in demand 
from Great Britain for certain pri- 
mary products, a movement which 
Gontinued into 1034, But in 1935 we 
did little more than mainwin our 
trading position, This does not ne- 
cessariily mean that the upper limits 
of demand fiom the Britisa market 
have been teacheti, In the care of 
some products we should perhaps be 
optimistic to expecu much further 
expansion, but in that of wheat, the 
potentialities are by mo means ex- 
hausted. in fact, until a few montas 
ago there had been no recovery in 
the volume oi wheat exports.

“In pointing to these possibilities, 
I do not intend to minimize the im- 
portance of the new treaty; for it is 
to my mind a very decided step to- 
wards a freer flow of trade between 
Canada and the United States. Nor 
do I wish to over-emphasize the re- 
strictive influence of the quotas in 
their present form, because tney apply 
vnly to those goods which enter 
under the reduced duties and they 
are thus in no sense absolute barriers. 


Diminishing Sales to Europe, 


“It 1s in our trade with Continental 
Europe that the full eect of quotas 
and exchange controls, not t) men- 
tion tariffe and unstable exchanges, is 
to be seen.

“It is thus apparent that for the 
time being our nopes of enlarged ex- 
poris must centre upon the United 
States and Empire markets and to 
no small extent upon prospects for 
further revival in these countries, It 
should further be noted that the 
existence of fairly stabie exchange 
rates, which for more than a year 
have characterized our trading tela- 
tions with these nations, has encour- 
aged such expansion, 

“Great Britain, as is well known, 
has experienced a very substantial 
recovery during the past four years, 
nor js it a coincidence that the iin- 
provement has followed the aduption 
of sound budgetary policies. While 
it is not too much to expect some 
further revival, it is quite possible 
that the upper limits, under present 
world conditions, may soon be 
reached, 

“The United States, following less 
orthoaox methods, has more recenuy 
experienced an appreciable improyc- 
ment in business, which at p.esent 
seems to be conunuing with consid- 
erable momentum. Should the pro- 
cess of private investment be re- 
sumed in volume, thereby enabling a 
recovery in the depressed duianie

“In conclusion, I may say that 
although our progress in 1985 was n=t 
as marked as in 1934, there is, never- 
theless, good ground for satisfaction.

With reasonable crops 
and a continuance of satisfactory 
Prices, the farmer's purchasing power 
should be further augmented, espe- 
Cialiy since the trade agreements, vo 
which I have already reierred, offer a 
wicer market for agricultural produce.

Government's Policies Have Been 
Constructive, 


“The new Government at Ottawa, 
returned during the recent election 
with a strong mandate trom the 
people, has aiready taken construc- 
tive action. The trade agreement 
with the United States is only one 
of its achievemenis, 1t has also re- 
solved the acute differences, which 
but a few months ago were paralyz- 
ing @ mutually profitable trade  be- 
tween Canada and Japan. Moreover, 
it has been actively exploring the 
ways and means of improving the un- 
balanced state of our public dinances, 
federal, provincial ana municipal, 

“The present condition of our pub- 
lic finances is one of the principal 
factors which tends to aggravate our 
diliiculties and to restrict the extent 
of recovery, Through its burdensome 
effects upon the cosis of conducting 
business, it tends still further to pre- 
vent us from gaining the maximum 
Possible benefits from revival in our 
ioreign trade. 


Unbalanced Budgets; Opportunities 
for Further Action, 


“Up to the present, the principal 
tA€shs G1 Cealing With this problem ol 
public linences have been to elect 
economies in tne cost of adniinistra- 
tion and to take advantage of lower 
iuverest raves On snort anu long-ierm 
bonds for the borrowing of new money 
required and for the relunding of ma- 
turing deot. The lirst means, that ol 
economy in administrative costs; has 
not been carried far enough. The 
second has so tur succeedea only in 
arresting the increase in interest 
charges on @ growing total of debt, 

“iu this regard, 1 believe that tur- 
ther savings through refunding of 
maturing debt can be graduaily 
achieved, it must be emphasizea 
lhowever, that any conversions of a 
forced nature are wholly undesirabie 
end unnecessary. We have alreauy 
seen instances of the harmiul effecis 
that follow any inierlerence on tne 
part of Governments with contractual 
rights, Proposals for conversion 
waich carry any suggesiion of force 
or coercion are nothing less than au 
arbitrary alteration ol the contract 
made by the Government with iis 
bondholders and are in short but a 
form of repudiation, Such policies 
would be certain to disturb conii- 
dence both at home and abroad and 
would thus tend to postpone furtiaer 
that revival in the fiow of new long- 
term investment on private account 
which 1s so essential to continued re- 
covery. 

“Certain of our many Governments 
have unquestionably made sincere 
eliorts, not always with success, vo 
balance revenues and expenditures. 
Others, particularly in the municipal 
field, have not. ‘here is still room, 
therefore, for substantial saving in the 
cost of government, even with as 
many different authorities as we have 
to-day and without any redictribution 
of taxing powers. 


Excess Governmental Machinery, 


“We can, however, achieve further 
economies. It is widely believed that 
we now have more governmental ma- 
chinery than is required for efficient 
end useful administration. The elim- 
ination of unnecessary duplication 
would certainly result in savings 
which, though limited, would be of 
scme assistance in the genera! pro'- 
lem of balancing budgets. 

“Purther and more important ad- 
justments could be made by mure 
efficient distribution of taxing poweis 
as between federal, provincial and 
municipal governments, I under- 
stand that this problem was consid-

policy of this Bank to discuss ques- 
tions of banking and credit from 
time to time in its Monthly Review 
and occasionally in the addresses at 
the Annual Meeting. 


The Shrinkage of Commercial Loans. 


“One of the most frequent criti- 
cisms of the banking system in 
Canada, as elsewhere, is to be found 
in the charge that the banks have 
deliberately and perhaps maliciously, 
restricted the volume of credit. It is 
often then coniended that the 
actions of the banks are largely, if 
not entirely, the cause of depression. 

“The principal basis on wnich the 
critics lay their case is the reduction 
during the past six years in the total 
of current loans. It is quite true that 
current loans have fallen off very 
substantially; indeed, from an aver- 
age of neariy $1,350 millions in 1929 
they have decreased to an average 
figure of $830 millions during tne 
twelve months ended November, 1935. 
The suggestion, however, that this 
reduction represenis a plan engi- 
neered by the banks to restrict credit 
is not only erroneous but quite fan- 
tastic, 

“In fact, 


the reduction in com- 
mercial lending in Canada, as in 
other countries, has been the result 
of depressed business conditions over 
which the banks could exercise no 
control, To those who are disposed 
to question this statement, it may 
well be pointed out that the pro- 
gressive snrinkage of current loans in 
Canada followed rather than pre- 
ceded the downward trend of de- 
pression. Furthermore, the banks 
could have had no logical motive for 
arbitrarily reducing their lending 
business, even if the decision had 
rested with them alone. 


Commercial Loans and Bank Profits. 


“The critics persistently overlook 
the salient fact that commercial 
lending, ie, current loans, is the 
most profitable means of employing 
bank funds. It is scarcely likely, 
therefore, that the banks would de- 
liberately pursue a policy of restrict- 
ing current loans, since such action 
would inevitably reduce their profits. 
The decline in the volume o! com- 
mercial borrowing, resulting as it did 
from the repercussions of a world- 
wide depression, is, in fact, a matter 
of even greater concern to the banks 
themselves than to many of their 
critics, for it has meant a continu- 
ous and very substantial restriction 
of bank earnings. 

“Shareholders of this and other 
Canadian banks are aware of these 
facts. But since my remarks may be 
read by many whose connections with 
banking are less direct, I should like 
to enlarge upon this point. 

“If we review the experience of the 
past fifteen years, from 1920 to 1934, 
we find that every annual increase in 
current loans has been accompanied 
by an increase in the aggregate net 
profits of the Canadian Chartered 
Banks. And, conversely, every an- 
nual decrease in such lending has re- 
sulted in a decrease in their net 
profits. 

“While the volume of current loans 
is the most important factor which 
determines the profitability of bank- 
ing, I do not mean to-imply that it is 
the only factor, The rate of return 
on investments, as well as the costs 
of conducting a banking business 
have a definite bearing on this ques- 
tion, It is well known that interest 
rates on Government bonds, which 
comprise the major part of the banks’ 
portfolios, have been falling for 
several years and are to-day excep- 
tionally low. In regard to banking 
costs, I recell that in my address at 
our last Annual meeting, I stressed 
the difficulty of reducing the costs 
of operation without severely curtail- 
ing the services offered to our cus- 
tomers Thus the banking system 
is to-day more than ever dependent 
for improvement in its earnings upon

“Some of our critics, howeve?, 
while admitting the truth of this 
siatement, Will contend that the 
banks are unduly cautious, that they 
demand of prospective borrowers tov 
high a credit rating. In this regard, 
1 can definitely say that the banker, 
if satisfied that the prospects of re- 
payment are reasonabiy good, is only

“In his own interests and indeed 
in the interests of the public at 
large, the banker should not make 
loans Which cannot ultimately be 
repaid, Under any sysiem oi doin, 
business Which places a premium ol 
ability and encerprise, the banks 
must differentiate between those 
whose prospects of carrying on suc- 
cessiul vencures are good and those 
whose endeavours are likely to result 
in failuie, For every bank loan that 
cannot be repaid an asset is de- 
stroyed against which a liability re- 
mains. in other words, the working 
assets behind the deposits oi: the 
banks are reduced, whue the deposits 
themselves are unchanged. Obvious- 
ly, if loans were made generally 
without regard to the prospects 4 
repayment, the interests oi the de- 
posivors would be jeopardized. 


The Position of Depositors and 
Sharehoiders, 


“There are in Canada more than 
four millions of separate savings @c- 
counts. There are, in addition, some 
six hundred thousand current ac- 
counts, 1s it reasonable that -lor 
the sake oi lending to all those who 
wish to borrow, regardless of thei 
prospects of success, the banks 
should prejudice the interests of this 
vast number of depositors? in such 
circumstances, I can readily imagine 
a much more violent public outcry, 
expressed in terms of runs on the 
banks and perhaps in a ‘banking 
holiday, than the comparatively 
small, though vociferous, objections 
to the lending policies of the banks 
to-day. 

“Most of the current criticism ol 
the Chartered Banks is advanced 
from the standpoint of the prospec- 
tive borrower, None of the critics; 
seem to be concerned with the 1in- 
terests of those who would stand 
to suffer if the banks were to lend 
indiscriminately, ic. the interests 
of the depositor and the shareholder. 
In this regard, it should be realizea 
that the shrinkage in current loans 
combined with the decrease in the 
yields on bank investments have 
caused a reduction in the rate ot 
interest paid on bank deposits @s 
well as a decline in profits end thus 


in dividends to shareholders. The 
rete of interest on savings deposits 
has been redvced in two steps from 
3% to 2%, while the return on 
current accounts has been en- 
tirely eliminated.

The second 
factor, although operative for only, 
slightly more than two years past, led 
to a substantial increase in the cash, 
assets of the banks with the result 
that their investment portfolios were 
expanded still further. 

“Naturally, as a result of this 
greater demand from the banks, as 
well as enlarged buying on the pare 
of other financial inscitutions and 
the public, bond yields have become 
progressively lower. And since pure 
chases have been mainly eoniined te 
the obligations of the stronger gov- 
ernments, it has been in this tield 
that the really substantial reduction 
in interest raves has occurred,” 

The investor's desire for liquidity 
rather than yield, as reflected in the 
trend to short term low-yielding 
bonds, is not a favourable uevelop- 
ment &8 it shows that confidence is 
by no means restored, according to 
Mr, Patverson. Purther, “easy money" 
bes not as yet resulted in any posie 
tive saving in the cost of government 
because while reiunding and converse 
sions have been taking place new 
borrowing has been consistentiy add- 
ing to the amount of interest charges. 


“Easy Money” is Only One Factor in 
Recovery. 


“I am inclined to feel that the so- 
called ‘easy money policy’ has been 
much overrated #s an agent of re- 
covery, not only in this country but 
in the United States, and, to some 
extent also, in Great Britain. Such 
& policy mey well be a contributing 
factor towards recovery, bu. it is 
Only one of many factors, and alone 
it cannot be expected to correct tne 
ills from which the world’s business 
is suffering. The continued low level 
of international trade, the wide 
extent of economic nationalism, and@ 
the disturbed political situation, cans 
not be correcied by an ‘easy money 
policy.” Indeed, if ‘easy money’ is 
to exercise its full influence, it must 
be accompanied by a resturation of 
confidence and a further revival of 
trade. 

“That this is the case is well illus 
trated by the situation in this coun- 
try. Governments, rather than prie 
vate borrowers of long-term money, 
have so far derived the principal 
benefit from reduced interest rates, 
It is true that a few large corporae 
tions have found it possible to ree 
fund certain high coupon issues, but 
new corporate financing and new 
mortgage borrowings on the part of 
builders and private citizens have 
remained at a low level 

“This state of affaires is primavily

SUBSTITUTE NOT ACCEPTABLE 

Italy officially informs the League of Na- 
tions that formation of the five-power pact of 
defence creates a “danger for European peace,” 
for which Britain is mainly or solely respon- 
sible. 

The peace of Europe, Premier Mussolini has 
been at pains to declare repeatedly, can only 
be secure by allowing him to proceed with 
his expansionist program. 

If that program happens to be forbidden by 
the Covenant of the League and the Briand- 
Kellogg pact, this is only a minor matter which 
the League members should ignore, and which 
they must ignore if they want to live in peace 
with Italy, Otherwise his “death squadron” will 
load their planes with high explosive and dash 
them against British warships. 

This is the new prescription for peace which 
IL Duce offers Europe in place of the pacts he

Rumania and Spain promptly said what they 
thought about the substitute—by joining the 
five-power pact, making it a seven-power com- 
bination, The neighboring nations seem to have 
positive ideas about the kind of “peace” Mus- 
solini would arrange for them if he had a free 
hand.

A nation will mourn tomerrow as the body 
of His Majesty King George the Fifth of Great 
Britain, is committed to the earth from whence 
it came. The world will bear tribute to one who 
will rank in history as a good king, even as he 
esteemed in his day as a kindly ruler 
whose dying thoughts were 
for the welfare of theEmpire 
for the welfare of the Empire 
over which he was called tq 

It can be said of the dead 
King, as Tennyson said of the 
King’s grandfather that he 
“bore the white flower of a 
blameless life.” 

In an age when kings were 
going out of fashion he fixed 
the throne of Britain more 
firmly than ever before in

the affections of the British people. A thousand- 
fold more than Louis XIV of France, does he 
merit the title of “the well-beloved.” 


George came to the throne under the handi- * 


cap of succession to his father, the dignified 
and august Edward the Seventh, the beau ideal 
f kingship in his day. He had the added han- 
dicaps of being as it were a second choice after 
the affection of the British people had gone 
out to his elder brother, the Duke of Clarence, 
and he lacked the stature and physique that 
ancient days of hand-to-hand combat fixed in 
the minds of the masses as among the qualities 
of kingship. He gave a new ideal of kingship 
—that of service. He saw his Empire safely 
through a period of world transition. By his 
steadfast honesty, sympathy with his subjects 
and brave simplicity of mind and manner, he 
ent stability to his age and leaves a high con- 
ception of kingship for his successors to follow, 

Despite his lack of generous inches—which 
he shared with England’s greatest sea-fighter, 
Lord Nelson—-George proved himself a man by 
the standards of everyday manhood. He was 
revered in the Navy for his abilty as a seaman; 
he was a great yachitsman and loved to take 
the helm of his Britannia; and he was the best 
wing shot in England. 

His private life as well as his public life 
was well ordered, Punctuality was his greatest 
passion. He rose at 7:20 each morning and at- 
tended to his duties of state with the precision 
one attributes to business executives. Not for 
him the proud assertion “Le etat! Il est moi!” 
Instead he had on the w all of his study a motto 
which read, “Teach me to be obedient to the 
rules of the game.” 


His was no hot-house life. Consider this 
schedule, fond mothers, and ask if you would 
apply it to your teen-age youngster without 
reproach. 

At 12 he left home to go to sea. From 12 to 
14 his routine the training ship Britannia 
was—reveille at 6:30; cold tub; prayers; lessons 
in nautical and general educational subjects; 
drills, salutes and ceremonials; bed at 8:30. 

He took his place without: favor, and an- 
swered to his nickname of “Herrmg” and to 
the orders of the older boys on board. At 15, in 
company with his olde: brother, Prine Edward 
(nickname “Sprat”) he went on a world tour 
on H.M.S. Bacchante. Her course seems to have 
been as erratic as her name implies, for roll- 
ing in a storm her steering gear v injured 
and she lost her escort. By the time he was 17, 
Prince George had seen the countries of the 
world without, in theory, leaving England. 

When Prince Edward left to’enter Cam- 
bridge, Prince George devoted himself to his 
tnship siudies, joined H.M.S. Thunderer 
eutenant, becamé commander of T.79, one 
of the tricky, dangerous torpedo boats of the 
day, and later, in command of the gunboat 
Thrush, won great credit in the navy for his 
skillful handling of the Thrush in a great gale 
that swept the western seas. It was his brother’s 
death in 1892, when Gecrge was 26, that led the 
Sailor prince to give up his choice of a career 
afloat, to train for the career of courts that 
fate forced upon him. 


on 


George never forgot his love of the sea or 
ceased to take an interest in naval matters. Hon. 
W. F. Kerr of Regina, former editor of the Re- 
gina Leader-Post, who was among. the Cana- 
dian editors taken to England in 1918, can tell 
if he will, of an event that impressed him with 
the late King’s authority and skill as a navulist. 

During the presentation of Mr. Kerr and a 


brother editor at Buckingham Palace, an ad- 
miral was announced. King George left the 
two journalists at one end of the reception 


room while he conversed with the admiral. It 
soon became clear that the admiral was getting 
a carpeting for the loss of a vessel through de- 
fective convoy. The cross-examination given 
by the King to the unlucky admiral, the know]l- 
edge of naval strategy and practice he showed 
in his reprimand, gave the over-hearing editor 
a vastly different impression of the King from 
that he had gleaned years before when accom- 
panying the King (then the heir-apparent) on 
a cross-Canada tour. Then there had been no 
responsibility and no call for authority. The 
cell of duty brings forth the quality of the man, 
be he prince or hireling. It changed Edward 
the Seventh from a bon vivant to a master dip- 
lomat; George the Fifth from a listless prince 
to a father of his people, and it will bring out 
into still brighter relicf the qualities that have 


made Edward the Eighth the dear prince of 
the British people. 
There will be sorrow all over the Empire 


as the remains.of King George are committed 
to mother earth, to become a part of that Eng- 
land he loved and served. 

Death is the one inevitable thing in life. 
Apart from the fears inspired by religion, it is 
not a sequence in the life cycle to be dreaded, 


The sorrow is only for the loss of service and 
for the empty hearts that have been bereaved.

Stomach Trouble 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 
Judging from letters which I receive, I be- 
lieve that stomach trouble is one of the most 
common disorders of man. The patient may 
refer to his distress as indigestion, dyspepsia, or 
catarrh of the stomach, whereas the doctor calls 
it chronic gastritis. 


Gastritis may affect all 
ages from the child who has 
a “delicate stomach” to the 
aged, who find it difficult to 
use foods which agree with 
them. The main cause in 
every case is an incorrect diet, 
and such causes as the fol- 
lowing must be considered: 
eating indiscriminately where 
the foods are not selected 
carefully, eating too fast, eat- 
Dr. F. McCoy ing between meals, using 
wrong food combinations and using foods 
which are not wholesome such as pastries and 
sweets. Very often the patient may prefer 
these foods to those which are more healthful 
and unwise indulgence in them may prevent 
the normal appetite for wholesome vegetables. 
Occasionally, the cause lies in the over-use of 
liquids such as coffee, tea, beer or water. The 
continued use of over-seasoned foods is also a 
common cause. 

In the average case, the stomach is generally 
slightly larger than normal, the mucous mem- 
brane which lines it may be congested in cer- 
tain areas, producing a reddish discoloration 
and that area which is located near the pylorus 
or the exit from the stomach through which 
food empties, may become irritated. 

The symptoms of chronic gastritis cover a 
wide field and as they are not very noticeable 
at the start of the disorder, they are usually 
ignored or neglected by the patient. He finds 
that his distress will pass within a short time 
and therefore sees little need for treatment. As 
the stomach becomes more irritated, the patient 
may describe a feeling of fullness or pressure 
in the stomach after eating. Short attacks of 
dizziness or rapid beating of the heart, may be 
noted. There is usually present a_ tendency 
to the formation of excessive stomach gas, 
which is brought up by belching. As the case 
progresses, the patient will locate a tender area 
at the pit of the stomach which is not exactly 
: , yet which continues to give some distress 
The tongue is frequently coated and the pa 
may mention a burning sensation to which he 
gives the name heart-burn.

The appetite is generally poor almost from 
the beginning and the patient complains of a 
bad taste in the mouth, of an unpleasant 
breath. Catarrh is the rather than the 
exception as there seems to be a close relation- 
ship between gastric irritation and the develop- 
ment of chronic catarrh. Because of the lack 
of a keen, healthy appetite, the patient may 
become finicky about his food and may subsist 
on a diet which is poorly balanced because of 
the tendency to choose certain kinds of foods, 
to the neglect of others. 

Occasional nausea is commonly experienced 
and the patient says he feels mildly sick at his 
stomach, although this symptom may be absent. 
the stomach trouble continues, the patient 
will become thin, although in the beginning his 
weight usually appears normal. Gastritis is 
often accompanied by constipation and one of 
the outstanding developments may be the 
secretion of too much hydrochloric acid, lead- 
ing the patient to mention discomfort from a 
burning or gnawing sensation. Sometimes, he 
says he is hungry in between meals and finds 
it advisable to eat at those times, the food 
which is taken serving to relieve the hungry 
sensation or the burning sensation.

I suggest that the best plan is for you to 
continue to consult the doctor in charge of the 
case. If he deems it necessary to lance the 
abscess, he will do this for you. 

QUESTION: Mrs. E. J. E. asks: “What is 
the reason I have attacks during which I feel 
so sick at my stomach that I wish I could die? 
First I have a feeling of being hot all over, 
then I get a cold sensation, I feel faint and 
everything turns black in front of me. Have 
had three of these attacks. Will send complete 
name and address if you wish.” 

ANSWER: Any tentative diagnosis I might 
make would be nothing more or Jess than a 
guess in the dark, Symptoms such as you des- 
cribe might be caused by a stomach disorder, 
gall bladder trouble, colitis, a liver which is 
functioning badly, or congestion in the repro- 
ductive organs. Similar symptoms may develop 
as the result of a heart disorder, which pro- 
duces a temporary interference with the circu- 
lation. If you will write again, I will be able 
to help you by directing you to a physician in 
your city whom you may consult, who will be 
able to give your case his personal supervision, 
In writing the second time, please send one 
large, self-addressed envelope and also enclose 
ten cents to help pay the mailing charge on the 
reply which will be sent to you. 

QUESTION: “Wants to Know” inquires: “Do 
you think canned asparagus is a healthful dish? 
During the winter we can not get the fresh 
vegetables and have to fall back on the canned 
variety. I serve canned string beans quite 
often, so would like to know about those.” 

ANSWER: Both canned asparagus and 
string beans are entirely wholesome.

OFTEN EMBARRASSING 


Damp, moist hands are anything 
but a pleasuré to posséss, and often 
prove a source of embarrassment to 
their possessor. They aré very uh- 
pleasant to totich, and can prove a 
real handicap to a girl, no matter 
how shapely, smooth or white they 
are However, there are superficial 
treatments that help somewhat in 
correcting excessive perspiration of 
the hands.

And another equally effec- 
tive solution can be made of two 
drums of tanfiic acid, one. ounce of 
glvcerine, three ounces of tesewater 
and two ounces of toilet alcohol. 

Tither of these two solutions can 
be used on the hands with perfect 
safety if correctly applied. They 


|merely help to correct the exces- 
\civeness of the perspiration, but do 


not cause the destruction of the 
sweat glands. Before using these so- 
lutions, the hands should be thor- 
uvghly cleansed, and then sponged 
with the preferred solution. This 
should be doné three times a day. 
After the sponging the solution 
should be permitted to dry on the 
hands. This procedure will not only 
help to correct the over-acidity of 
the perspiratory glands, but will
